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MeA&cuje, 

TAM'S  administrative  year  of  1962- 
63  will  come  to  a close  at  their  ann- 
ual meeting,  to  be  held  on  August  8th, 
in  Denver,  during  the  A.  N.  A.  Conv- 
ention. 

In  this  past  year,  TAMS  took  a num- 
ber of  important  strides  forward.  Of 
significant  importance,  the  Society 
adopted  a Constitution,  affiliated  it- 
self with  the  A.  N.  A.  , expanded  its 
journal  to  a minimum  of  32  pages, 
accepted  advertisements  and  issued 
a total  of  5 journals.  Everybody  on 
TAM'S  administrative  staff  should  be 
complimented  for  doing  their  part 
willingly  and  most  effectively. 

TAM'S  biggest  problem  is  still  finan- 
ces, its  income  this  year  just  barely 
covering  the  cost  of  issuing  5 journ- 
als and  then  only  because  costs  were 
continually  kept  to  a minimum. 

The  cost  attached  to  the  printing,  ill- 
ustrating, collating,  enveloping,  add- 
ressing and  mailing  one  journal  to  a 
member  amounts  to  approximately 


52  cents.  Five  journals  per  year  there- 
fore cost  $2.  60. 

Subtracting  this  $2.  60  from  $3.  00/yr. 
dues,  leaves  a balance  of  40  cents  to 
apply  on  all  the  other  operating  costs  of 
the  Society,  such  as  stationery,  postage, 
forms,  photostats,  calls,  bonding,  awards, 
etc. 

Also  cutting  into  this  40  cents  are  the 
expenditures  made  necessary  by  the 
thoughtlessness  or  inconsideration  of 
some  of  our  members.  Three  of  these 
factors  are  (1),  tardines snes s and  del- 
inquencies in  paying  dues,  (2),  not  not- 
lfying  the  Secretary  of  a change  in  add- 
ress in  time  to  avoid  costly  remailing 
of  the  journal  and  (3),  names  and  add- 
resses not  submitted  legibly  enough  to 
decipher  correct  spelling,  the  E's,  I's, 
N's,  M's,  U's  and  W's  being  easily  mis- 
taken f0r  one  or  another. 

RErDUES 

Society  Dues  are  due  on  January  1st  of 
each  year,  beyond  which  the  Society 
allows  a 3 month  period  of  grace  or 
until  March  31st.  One  Journal  and  poss- 
ibly 2 are  sent  out  during  this  period  of 
grace.  As  stated  before  a journal  costs 
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the  Society  52  cents  and  the  Society 
just  cannot  financially  afford  to  go  bey- 
ond this.  These  deliquent  members 
must  be  dropped  which  means  postage 
costs  for  5 various  letters  in  due  bills 
and  staff  notification,  the  eventual  loc- 
ating, removing  of  the  members  add- 
ress-o-graph  plate  together  with  all 
mailing  envelopes  possibly  already 
addressed  for  him.  These  costs  total 

altogether  , from  $1.  00  upward  for 
each  case  of  deliquency. 

Re-instatement  is  also  costly  again  in- 
volving more  letters  - a new  address- 
o-graph  plate,  etc. 

In  its  yearly  meeting  in  1962,  the  Board 
decreed  that  such  delinquent  members 
would  have  to  be  charged  an  additional 
one  half  years  dues  over  and  above  reg- 
ular dues  before  being  reinstated  to 
the  status  of  a member  in  good  stand- 
ing. 

I find  this  to  be  entirely  fair  and  just- 
ified. Our  records  as  of  March  31st 
this  year  showed  a total  of  73  such 
delinquencies . 

Written  requests  for  an  extension  of 
time  relative  to  dues  are  not  construed 
as  delinquent.  Such  requests  are  hon- 
ored without  penalty. 

RE:  CHANGE  OF  ADDRESS  AND  SPE- 
LLING ERRORS  - A change  of  address 
with  proper  time  notifications  to  the 
Secretary  costs  approximately  35  cents, 
10  cents  in  postage  and  25  cents  for  a 
new  address  plate. 

This  is  a normal  necessity  on  the  part 
of  the  member  and  Society  both.  How- 
ever a change  of  address  without  proper 
time  notification  to  the  Secretary,  costs 
the  Society,  a mimimum  of  53  cents  to 
a maximum  of  $1.  05.  The  additional 
costs  over  and  above  a normal,  in  time 
change,  come  in  two  additional  9£  post- 
ages being  involved  in  the  return  of  the 
non  delivered  journal  and  its  eventual 
remailing  with  a new  envelope  and  poss- 
ibly a new  journal. 

Changes  requested  due  to  a middle  init- 
ial or  a name  slightly  mispelled  were 
not  honored  this  past  year  due  to  costs 
involved  and  the  possibility  of  a new 
system  being  adopted  in  the  1963-64 


year. 

To  reduce  these  costs,  it  will  be  rec- 
ommended that  while  we  will  take  care 
of  changes  of  address  we  will  not  assume 
the  costs  involved  in  the  remailing  of  a 
journal  due  to  a change  of  address.  The 
member  should  assume  this  cost  for 
his  failure  to  notify  the  Secretary  in 
time  to  avoid  the  first  mailing. 

In  the  matter  of  illegibility  in  writing, 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  ascertain 
the  correct  spelling  before  the  address- 
o-graph  plate  is  ordered  made.  However 
the  cost  to  correct  errors  when  the 
fault  is  entirely  that  of  the  member,  will 
be  charged  to  him. 

I bring  these  problem  matters  to  your 
attention  in  the  hopes  that  all  members 
will  be  conscious  of  them  and  not  let 
themselves  become  either  carelessly 
or  unthinkingly  involved  in  any  of  them. 

A 100%  elimination  of  these  costs  could 
even  mean  a 6th  journal.

Jacka,  the  noted  veteran  Civil  War  token 
collector  with  a half  century  of  collect- 
ing behind  him,  stressed  that  Michigan, 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  TAMS  members 
as  well  as  others  interested,  are  invited 
to  join  the  new  group,  organized  as  a 
regional  chapter  of  the  Token  and  Medal 


Society. 

The  first  convention  is  to  be  held  in 
Cleveland  Sunday,  October  6,  Jacka 
noted.  Site  and  details  will  be  announ- 
ced when  set  by  Alfred  G.  Schafer, 
Berea,  Ohio,  chairman  of  the  conven- 
tion committee. 

Preliminary  plans  announced  call  for 
a bourse  restricted  to  exonumist  items, 
displays,  auctions  and  business  sess- 
ions, the  latter  including  election  of 
permanent  officers  and  a board  of  gov- 
ernors and  adoption  of  a charter.

Ohio,  second  vice  president  of  the  Penn- 
Ohio  Coin  Clubs  and  well-known  Coin 
World  columist;  Robert  T.  McNamara, 
president  of  Heraldic  Art  Company, 
Cleveland,  and  Russell  Rulau,  Sidney, 
Ohio,  representing  the  TAMS  board  of 
governors . 

McNamara  was  appointed  to  execute  a 
design  for  a society  seal,  while  Cooke 
was  instructed  to  explore  the  possibil- 
ities of  presenting  a quarterly  society 
publication  devoted  to  local  numismatics 
of  the  three  states  involved. 

Pledges  of  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment were  received  from  a number  of 
other  communities  before  the  meeting 
was  called. 

Society  officials  were  hopeful  that  the 
charter  membership  would  be  large 
and  that  regional  interest  in  the  organ- 
ization would  be  strong.

Included  in  this  chapter  are  all  those  counters  carrying  as 
main  device  an  American  eagle,  shown  in  many  different 
aspects,  which  are  not  covered  elsewhere  in  this  article.

This  German-produced  series  has  a very  tenuous  connection  with  the  U.  S.  , 
being  based  largely  on  the  flying  eagle  type  of  the  1857-1858  United  States  cents. 
The  predilection  of  American  collectors  is  to  include  them  with  their  own  count- 
ers, however.

That  it  is  rather  extensive  is  apparent  from  the  number  of  reports  of  different 
specimens,  although  none  of  the  individual  issues  seems  to  be  extant  in  large 
quantities.  It  is  hoped  that  further  information  may  be  obtained  from  this  ten- 
tative listing.

CHAPTER  XII  ---  POKER  AND  WHIST  MARKERS 
(1)  CARD  PLAYER  COUNTERS 

The  firm  of  John  Allen  and  Joseph  Moore  of  Birmingham,  England,  prepared 
the  following  counters  for  American  export.  They  are  quite  well  executed 
pieces.  Varieties  for  British  use,  with  British  types,  will  be  found  under  the 
English  section.  Many  of  the  English  types  were  used  in  this  country,  however, 
circa  1846-1860.

From  an  extensive  study  of  the  card  player 
counters,  a great  number  of  varieties  of  which  occur  in  the  German 
and  English  series,  we  believe  this  is  correct  and  that  the  counters 
were  sold,  or  at  least  intended  for  sale,  in  pairs.  This  would  indi- 
cate that,  whenever  a gentleman  is  seated  right  and  lady  should  be 
found  of  the  same  type  seated  left,  etc. 

(2)  TOM  THUMB  COUNTER 

Similar  to  the  Card  Player  counters  above,  the  Tom  Thumb  series  was  pre- 
pared by  Allen  fk  Moore,  and  occurs  with  English  types  as  well  as  American. 
Tom  Thumb  was  Charles  Stratton,  a dwarf  made  famous  by  Phineas  T.  Barnum 
of  New  York.

The  reverse  of  298 
is  a copy  of  Breton  561,  the  T.  S.  Brown  card  of  Montreal,  Quebec, 
which  was  struck  in  Birmingham,  England,  in  1832.  The  evid- 
ence given  in  Sandham  to  the  conclusive  dating  of  the  Brown  card 
leads  to  the  supposition  that  Green  and  Wetmore  may  have  had 
the  same  die  struck  for  them  on  a trial  basis  in  white  metal, 
which  would  date  their  tokens  to  the  same  period.  This  similarity 
to  the  J.  Shaw  & Co.  piece  of  Quebec,  Breton  565,  dated  by  Sand- 
ham  as  1837,  also  adds  to  the  circumstantial  evidence  pointing  to 
Green  Wetmore  being  HT  issuers.  Unfortunately  directory 
evidence  is  lacking.

We  have  examined  it  and  the  workmanship  appears  to  be 
later  than  the  Hard  Times  era;  on  this  basis  we  excluded  it  here- 
tofore. Low  in  CCJ  1885  says  much  about  the  piece  without  giving 
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any  clue  to  its  origin.  The  latest  of  the  three  dates  on  the  piece 
is  1835.  The  report  by  Miller  of  NY  6l6A,  using  the  Mullen  obv- 
erse die  muled  with  a differing  reverse  dated  1862  seems  to  bear 
out  our  original  contention.  We  list  this  piece  with  the  utmost 
reserve.  Further,  the  piece  appears  more  medallic  than  token- 
like and  we  wonder  whether  it  should  be  called  a merchant  card 
at  all.

UNUSUAL  WASHINGTON  MEDALS

THE  WASHINGTON  CONTINENTAL  GUARD  MEDAL 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  Charles  McSorley  of  Closter,  N.  J.  for  bring- 
ing into  focus  the  exact  issue  date  of  the  Continental  Guard  Medal  shown  in  the 
first  installment  of  this  series.  The  writer  overlooked  the  1889  N.  Y.  Honour 
Guard  medal,  also  by  Tiffany,  which  shows  almost  the  identical  bust  of  Wash- 
ington as  the  Continental  Guard  medal,  and  with  very  similar  letter  punches  as 
on  that  medal. 

The  photo  of  the  Honor  Guard  medal,  shown  herewith,  is  not  its  first  listing. 

It  was  illustrated  as  Douglas  No.  8 in  the  May,  1949  Numismatist,  however, 
the  illustration  was  extremely  poor,  and  the  detail  is  lacking.  Interestingly 
enough,  Mrs.  Douglas  did  not  mention  that  the  medal  is  by  Tiffany--it  is  not 
signed  TIFFANY  on  the  truncation  of  the  bust  as  on  the  Continental  Guard  med- 
al--but  on  the  suspending  bar,  on  the  reverse  is  stamped  Tiffany. 

As  mentioned  previously,  we  did  find  the  Continental  Guard  listed  in  the  official 
records  of  1889  as  marching  in  the  New  York  procession- -our  guess  of  an  issue 
date  of  1840  was  only  off  by  some  49  years.  Of  course  one  can  conjecture  as 
to  the  meaning  of  the  service  bars  on  the  medal  illustrated  on  page  105,  but  it 
must  be  assumed  that  the  medal  was  issued  to  a revolutionary  war  survivors' 
son  or  grand  son.  It  may  well  be  that  the  Continental  Guard  is  a heriditary 
patriotic  order  society,  such  as  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  but  so 
far  we  have  been  unable  to  uncover  any  information  about  the  Guard. 

We  might  mention  that  no  additional  specimens  of  the  Washington  Continental 
Guard  medal  have  been  reported,  and  that  the  Seventh  Regiment  N.G.S.  N.  Y. 
medal  shown  is  also  a scarce  medal,  with  perhaps  under  ten  specimens  known.

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WEALTH  OF  THE  SOUTH  SERIES

In  regards  to  "The  Wealth  of  the  South  Mulings"  by  the  Fulds  which  appeared 
in  the  September  1958  Scrapbook.  Also  your  statement  in  the  7/7/61  Coin 
World.  "Benjamin  F.  True  produced  the  intriguing  series  known  as  the  Wealth 
of  the  South  Mulings  in  I860,  which  were  used  during  the  war.  " 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  I had  more  or  less  pinpointed  John  Stanton  as  being 
responsible  for  the  muling  of  the  "Wealth  of  the  South  Series"  before  I actually 
found  a direct  reference  to  his  name.  One  of  the  leads  that  I used  was  the  stat- 
ement by  Robert  P.  King,  "that  the  dies  of  the  larger  Lincoln  piece  (by  True) 
were  owned  by  James  Murdock  & Co.,  of  Cincinnati  in  1924." 

The  following  is  the  direct  reference  which  I mentioned: 

"Among  these  were  the  following  manufacturers:  H.  Johnson,  W.  Johnson, 
Gregg  G.  Wright,  W . K.  Lanphea r , James  G.  Hughes,  William  W.  Spencer,  V. 
R.  Allen,  John  Stanton,  James  Murdock,  Jr.,  Murdock  & Spencer,  Joseph  J. 
Sayre,  Platt  Evans,  Charles  Ulrick  and  Benjamin  C True,  who  made  the  dies 
for  the  "Wealth  of  the  South"  series  so  well  known  to  collectors. 

Mr.  Stanton  also  made  quite  a number  of  Sutler's  Checks  for  most  all  of  the 
Western  regiments  that  went  into  the  war.  He  also  made,  about  1861,  the  well 
known  "Wealth  of  the  South"  series,  of  which  he  sold  a great  many,  not  only  in 
the  North,  but  in  the  South,  and  they  were  used  as  tokens  and  also  as  badges  at 
the  time  they  were  made.  He  issued  a circular  describing  them  and  sent  the 
same  to  all  the  papers  throughout  the  South  at  the  beginning  of  the  war.  They 
advertised  them  extensively  and  large  numbers  of  them  were  sold  by  him.  Ther 
was  considerable  Confederate  sentiment  in  and  about  Cincinnati,  where  large 
quantities  were  disposed  of,  and  they  were  worn  as  badges  by  Southern  sympath 
izers. "

It  is  rather  odd  that  the  Fulds  overlooked  this  reference,  although  I will  admit 
it  does  not  appear  to  be  very  well  known.  At  least  I have  not  found  any  other 
reference  to  Stanton  in  regards  to  this  series.  I found  this  while  checking  on 
Ezekiel,  whose  collection  I was  quite  sure,  but  not  positive,  appeared  in  the 
Bluestone  auction  of  July  15th,  1933. 

It  contained  the  following  unlisted  piece: 

Lot  1036  Confederate  Token,  No  Submission  to  the  North.  Rev.  Excel- 
sior Tobacco  Works,  Elm  St.  1835.  Copper.  Unc.  Very  Rare. 

Also  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a great  deal  more  evidence  pointing  to  Ben- 
jamin C.  True  as  being  the  correct  listing  of  the  Cincinnati  True.  I believe 
the  Fulds  and  King  used  the  Satterlee  reference  which  refer  red  to  the  firm  of 
B F T rue. 

Listed  as  Benjamin  C.  True  (die  sinker)  in  the  1856  and  I860  Cincinnati  city 
directories. 

Listed  in  1870  as  a justice  of  the  peace  and  attourney. 

A direct  reference  to  Benjamin  C.  True  by  Ezekel  who  knew  John  Stanton  per- 
s onally . 

From  reading  between  the  lines  it  would  appear  that  Benjamin  C.  True  made  a 
change  in  1861  as  a result  of  the  war  and  entered  a different  field.  John  Stanton 
may  have  bought  him  out  completely  or  at  least  acquired  a great  many  of  his 
dies.  Or  at  least  those  that  appear  in  the  "Wealth  of  the  South  Mulings"  plus 
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the  Lincoln  die  that  I mentioned.  Mr.  James  Murdock,  Jr.  bought  him  out 
in  1866  and  continued  the  business  and  then  formed  the  firm  of  Murdock  & 
Spencer,  which  continued  forfive  years.  At  which  time  Spencer  went  on  his 
own.  So  it  would  appear  that  whatever  True  dies  remained  could  have  ended 
up  in  the  possession  of  James  Murdock  Co.  , of  Cincinnati  in  1924.  As  Waldo 
C.  Moore  mentioned  the  company's  name  was  changed  several  times  and  that 
prior  to  1941  the  Murdock  & Spencer  business  passed  in  to  the  hands  of  the 
Osborne  Register  Company,  engravers  and  die  sinkers.  It  may  be  possible  that 
this  company  has  information  on  the  True  dies  if  it  is  still  in  business. 

It  would  appear  from  the  following  lot  that  511/515  in  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens, 
should  also  be  listed  as  struck  in  brass.

A few  months  ago  I stood  at  Queen's  Ferry  and  watched  a spider  webb  of  cable 
being  spun  across  the  great  river  Forth,  connecting  two  concrete  towers,  from 
which  spider  webb  of  cable  is  eventually  to  be  hung  a deck  of  a bridge  designed 
to  carry  on  one  great  span  all  the  weight  of  motor  traffic  which  can  be  put  upon 
it.  One  such  bridge,  slightly  smaller  in  size,  already  spans  the  Tamar  at  Sal- 
tash,  alongside  Brunei's  last  great  engineering  triumph,  his  Saltash  Bridge.  I 
am  circulating  now,  the  medal  showing  the  not  very  good  representation  of  the 
great  Forth  railway  bridge.  This  immense  cantilever  structure,  often  referred 
to  as  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world,  is  familiar  to  us  all.  Its  strength  is  imm- 
ense. What  weight  it  could  carry  if  put  to  the  test  only  the  engineers  know. 

This  great  and  costly  structure,  which  has  kept  a gang  of  engineers  and  painters 
constantly  at  work  upon  it  since  the  day  it  was  completed,  may  well  outlast  the 
feather-weight  suspension  structure  now  being  built  alongside  it.  Why  was  such 
a massive  structure  considered  necessary  to  carry  the  railway  across  the  Forth? 
To  answer  this  question  we  must  go  back  to  a railway  disaster  of  the  19th  century, 
that  is  the  collaspe  of  the  great  Tay  Bridge. 

The  medal  which  is  now  being  circulated,  shows,  as  you  will  realize  from  the 
date,  the  second  Tay  bridge  as  it  was  built  after  the  disaster.  I have  not  seen 
a medal  struck  to  commemorate  the  openingof  the  first  bridge.  The  appearance 
of  the  two  bridges,  however,  had  a similarity  since  they  both  have,  for  a con- 
siderable distance  of  the  two  mile  length,  a track  running  along  a deck  on  top 
of  the  piers  and  then  passing  through  a number  of  the  girders,  13,  spans  in  all, 
known  originally  on  the  first  bridge  as  The  High  Girders. 

Briefly,  the  story  of  the  disaster  is,  that  at  7:30  on  December  28th  1879,  at  the 
height  of  a gale,  a train  crossing  the  bridge  entered  the  High  Girders.  While 
it  was  passing  through  these,  the  whole  of  the  thirteen  spans  collapsed  into  the 
river  carrying  the  train  with  them.  Seventy -five,  men,  women  and  children 
lost  their  lives.  It  is  the  only  railway  disaster,  at  any  rate  in  this  country,  from 
which  there  have  been  no  survivors. 

The  reason  for  the  fall  of  the  bridge,  or  rather  I should  say  the  reasons,  seem 
to  be  considerable  in  number.  Of  the  19,  919  questions  asked  at  the  Public  Enq- 
uiry, it  seems  fairly  well  established  that  the  bridge,  designed  by  Sir  Thomas 
Bouch,  collapsed  because  of  the  following  combination  of  circumstances.  In 
the  first  place,  Sir  Thomas  Bouch  had  not  given  sufficient  consideration  to  the 
possible  wind  pressures.  In  those  days  there  were  no  wind  tunnels  in  which 
these  things  could  be  tested.  As  was  testified  at  the  enquiry  by  the  then  Astron- 
omer Royal,  little  of  practical  value  was  known  of  possible  wind  pressures  on 
structures  such  as  a bridge.  It  is  thought  that  the  high  girders  were  strong 
enough  to  sustain  a pressure  of  50  lbs  to  the  square  foot,  whilewhat  hit  them 
was,  in  all  probability,  as  much  as  120  lbs.  to  the  square  foot. 

Secondly,  in  those  days  structures  in  steel,  such  as  we  were  to  build  in  later 
years,  were  not  known,  and  the  bridge  itself  was  based  for  a considerable  part 
of  its  length  on  cast  iron  columns.  These  cast  iron  columns  were  made  on  shore 
Wormit.  A foundary  was  specially  set  up  there  for  the  purpose.  No  doubt  many 
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of  you  will  know  a great  deal  more  about  the  casting  of  iron  than  I do,  but  al- 
though some  two  or  three  hundred  columns  seem  to  have  been  broken  up  as 
unfit  to  be  used,  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  quite  a large  number  of  the  col- 
umns that  went  to  support  the  main  parts  of  the  bridge  were  defective,  even 
before  they  were  put  up,  A number  of  them  had  cracks  and  blow-holes  in 
them  and  many  of  the  blow-holes  were  stopped  up  and  painted  over  by  being 
filled  with  a malleable  compound  known  as  Deaumont  Egg.  This  is  a composi- 
tion made  of  bees  wax,  fiddler's  rosin  and  the  finest  iron  filings  melted  up  and 
a little  lamp-black  added.  The  responsibility  for  the  inspection  of  the  columns 
seems  to  have  been  passed  down  through  various  grades  from  the  designer  him- 
self through  the  engineers  to  a man  called  Fergus  Ferguson,  who  was  nominally 
in  charge  of  the  Wormit  Foundary.  In  fact,  no  proper  inspection  of  the  columns 
seems  to  have  been  made  before  those  selected  for  use  were  actually  erected. 

Thirdly,  although  the  Board  of  Trade  Inspector,  when  the  bridge  was  to  be 
opened,  specified  that  the  trains  were  not  to  travel  across  it  at  a speed  greater 
than  25  m.p.h.  , observations  from  the  Dundee  shore  showed  that  the  train 
came  over  at  speeds  in  excess,  and  as  high  as  40  m.p.h.  Sparks  were  often 
seen  to  issue  from  the  wheels  of  the  train,  but  nobody  seems  to  have  found  out 
why,  although  a good  deal  was  said  about  these  sparks,  flashes,  and  similar 
phenomena  at  the  enquiry. 

Fourthly,  this,  the  then  longest  bridge  in  the  world,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
engineering  feats  ever  undertaken,  was  placed  for  maintenance  purposes  in 
charge  of  a brick-layer  who  had  no  engineering  knowledge  at  all,  and  had  no 
instructions  as  to  what  he  should  report  or  what  he  should  do  about  any  defects 
that  he  found.  In  the  event,  he  often  spent  money  out  of  his  own  pocket  in 
buying  bits  and  pieces,  like  bolts  and  pieces  of  iron,  with  which  to  keep  the 
bridge  structure  going.  He  reported  that  a number  of  the  columns  were  found 
to  be  defective  and  Sir  Thomas  Bouch  had  bands  of  iron  put  round  them  in 
order  to  prevent  them  splitting  any  further.  In  the  course  of  his  inspections 
he  sometimes  found  as  many  as  a hundredweight  of  bolts  which  were  sheared 
off  various  parts  of  the  bridge,  notably  in  the  High  Girders,  resting  on  the 
piers  at  the  bottom  of  the  bridge.  But,  as  he  had  been  told  nothing  about  what 
he  should  do  in  such  circumstances,  nothing  appears  to  have  been  done.  The 
thirteen  sections  of  the  High  Girders  which  collapsed,  were  placed  so  that  the 
train  passed  through  them  instead  of  over  them.  This  was  done  in  order  to 
allow  sufficient  head  room  for  ships  coming  down  from  Perth.  When  the  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  had  been  planned,  Perth  stood  out  for  an  open  waterway 
to  remain  from  the  mouth  of  the  Tay  up  to  the  city  so  that  its  port  could  be 
carried  on  normally.  The  poor  little  maintenance  engineer,  for  whom  I always 
feel  rather  sorry,  had  the  use  of  a steamer  and  a crew  of  men.  With  these  and 
with  no  specific  instructions  as  to  how  to  maintain  the  bridge  he  seems  to  have 
done  what  he  thought  best  in  the  circumstances.  It  is  obvious  that  a more 
knowledgeable  and  pushing  man  would  have  brought  the  many  apparently  small 
defects  in  the  bridge  to  the  notice  of  the  designer. 

Let  me  quote  from  a report  of  the  enquiry  of  the  Tay  Bridge  Disaster,  which 
was  held  in  Westminster  Hall,  having  moved  there  from  a preliminary  enquiry 
at  Dundee;  when  Henry  Noble,  into  whose  hands  the  bridge  passed  for  inspection 
and  maintenance,  was  giving  his  evidence. 
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"When  the  Court  sat  in  Westminster  Hall,  on  Monday  April  19th,  it  had  a scale 
model  of  the  bridge  before  it  and  heard  the  evidence  of  Henry  Abel  Noble,  at 
one  time  assistant  to  Sir  Thomas  Bouch  and  latterly  inspector  of  the  Tay  Bridge. 

He  was,  perhaps,  the  saddest  figure  in  the  whole  enquiry.  A man  not  large 
enough  to  fit  a tragic  mould  or  small  enough  to  escape  pathos.  A man  without 
experience  and  too  much  authority;  a man  whose  greatest  resolve  seems  to  have 
been  to  save  his  employer  money,  so  great,  in  fact,  that  he  once  undertook  some 
river  diving  himself  rather  than  ask  his  company  to  find  L3  a week  for  a pro- 
fessional diver. 


No  one  but  he  was  responsible  for  the  bridge  during  the  eighteen  months  it  was 
in  use.  He  started  his  duties  with  a crew  of  seven  men  and  the  use  of  the 
steamer  the  Tay  Bridge.  A few  months  later  he  still  had  the  steamer  but  his 
men  had  been  reduced  to  three.  He  worked  diligently  and  unsparingly. 

But  against  his  giant  responsibility,  his  qualifications  cut  down  his  size  to 
that  of  a mannequin.

What  were  you  bred  to?

It  must  be  repeated  to  be  believed.  A bricklayer,  who  was  the  inspector  of 
the  longest,  greatest  railway  bridge  in  the  world,  built  not  of  bricks  but  of 
latticed  iron  . 


He  had  no  orders  from  the  company  to  inspect  the  iron  columns  but  being 
a conscientious  man,  he  took  this  duty  upon  himself.  Perhaps  it  was  well  he 
did,  for  he  found  faults  which  not  even  a bricklayer  could  overlook.  He  found 
alarming  slits  in  the  iron  columns  of  small  piers,  narrow  slits  it  is  true,  wide 
enough  to  take  the  edge  of  a sheet  of  paper  and  nothing  more.  But  they  were 
slits  of  five,  six  and  seven  feet  in  length,  and  Henry  Noble  told  Sir  Thomas 
Bouch  about  them.  The  columns  were  strapped  with  bands  of  iron  and  Sir 
Thomas  seems  to  have  regarded  this  as  surgery  enough.  And  who  was  Henry 
Noble  to  disagree? 

He  found,  too,  some  cracks  in  the  masonery  of  the  twelve  piers  and  these  he 
reported  to  Bouch.  They  were  also  strapped.  He  found  that  the  tidal  pull  had 
scoured  the  river  bed  at  the  base  of  some  of  the  piers  and  he  had  the  scouring 
filled  with  rubble. 

He  found  jibs  and  cotters  loose.  He  told  no  one  about  these  but  bought  7/- 
worth  of  iron  with  money  from  his  own  pocket  and  had  the  jibs  and  cotters 
packed.  What  iron  was  left  over  he  gave  to  his  workmen  to  make  fire  pokers. 

The  more  he  told  the  court  of  his  eighteen  month  supreme  responsibility  the 
more  pitiable  he  became.  After  May  1878,  no  one,  no  engineer,  no  contractor, 
no  railway  man  had  come  to  inspect  the  bridge.  He  had  no  instructions  to  re- 
port any  defects  he  found.  He  had  no  instructions  to  repair  any  defects  he

Now  it  happened  that  while  the  Tay  bridge  was  under  construction  and  after  it 
had  been  completed,  Sir  Thomas  Bouch  had  in  hand  a design  for  a bridge 
across  the  Firth  of  Forth.  This  work,  was,  of  course,  hastily  cancelled  in 
1879  and  the  whole  matter  taken  out  of  Sir  Thomas  Bouch' s hands.  It  was  due 
to  him,  therefore,  at  his  failure  of  the  Tay  Bridge  that  the  Forth  Bridge  was 
built  as  the  massive  structure  which  we  know  today.  Upon  him  finally  the  re- 
port of  the  public  enquiry  placed  most  of  the  responsibility,  both  for  faults  in 
design,  faults  in  construction  and  faults  in  maintenance.  He,  poor  man,  a 
silent,  introspective  type,  finally  went  quietly  mad  dying  of  pneumonia  con- 
tracted from  a cold. 

I have  said  there  were  no  survivors  from  this  tragic  disaster.  Certainly  there 
were  not,  so  far  as  the  passengers  were  concerned,  but  the  engine  which 
hauled  the  train,  a Wheatley  bogie  no.  224,  was  fished  up  from  the  river  and 
refitted  and  worked  for  another  45  years.  She  was  held  with  some  respect 
among  the  crews  which  drove  her  and  by  then  was  affectionately  termed 
"The  Diver". 


Now  I think  I have  taken  up  enough  of  your  time  for  one  evening  in  describing 
the  story  that  lies  behind  some  of  the  pieces  in  my  own  small  collection  of 
Transport  material.  I am  sorry  if  it  has  been  more  a talk  on  engineering  and 
railways  than  a talk  on  numi  smatics  and  I hope  that  at  least  it  may  have  had 
some  interest  for  you.  I am  going  to  circulate  a number  of  other  pieces  about 
which  I have  had  time  to  say  nothing  but  if  I can  answer  questions  about  them 
or  any  questions  about  the  pieces  which  have  already  been  circulated,  I will  do 
so  to  the  best  of  my  ability.
